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Obama to loosen Restrictions on Policy With Cuba 


WASHINGTON — President 
Obama plans to abandon 
longstanding restrictions on 
family travel and remittances 
to Cuba, an administration 
official said Saturday, fulfilling 
a campaign promise in a pivotal 
swing state and signaling a 
possible warming of relations 
with the Castro government. 

The White House is expected to 
announce the action before Mr. 
Obama travels to Trinidad and 
Tobago for a meeting on April 17 
of Latin American and Caribbean 
leaders. 

The House and Senate are 
considering legislation that 
would go even further than the 
administration and allow all 
Americans unlimited travel to 
Cuba. 

While precise details of the 
plan are still being worked out, 
Mr. Obama is not expected to 
call for the lifting of the trade 
embargo on Cuba, which would 
require Congressional approval, 
the administration official 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the policy 
change has not been formally 
announced. 

Cuba analysts said Friday that 
they did not expect any new 
diplomatic initiatives toward the 
island nation. “It’s a humanitarian 
step, but it doesn’t get at the root 
of our foreign policy problem 
with Cuba because we don’t have 


full contact,” said Philip Peters, a 
Cuba specialist and vice president 
at the Lexington Institute, a 
policy research center. Cuban- 
Americans are now permitted to 
travel once a year to the island to 
visit close relatives. The Treasury 
Department also issues licenses 
to travel to Cuba for specific 
purposes, including academic 
research. During the presidential 
campaign, aides to Mr. Obama 
called President George W. 
Bush’s policy toward Cuba a 
“humanitarian and strategic 
blunder.” Mr. Obama promised 
changes, including a lifting of all 
travel restrictions for those with 
relatives in Cuba and an end to 
limits on the money Americans 
could send their families on the 
island. 

“I will immediately allow 
unlimited family travel and 
remittances to the island,” Mr. 
Obama said in Miami on May 
23. “It’s time to let Cuban- 
Americans see their mothers and 
fathers, their sisters and brothers. 
It’s time to let Cuban-American 
money make their families less 
dependent upon the Castro 
regime.” 

Vice President Joseph R. Biden 
Jr. also signaled the change last 
week on a trip to Costa Rica and 
Chile. “Over the next decade 
and sooner there is likely to be, 
and needs to be, changes in the 
relationship between Cuba and

the United States,” he said. 

The decision to lift the ban on 
family travel and remittances was 
first reported by The Wall Street 
Journal’s Web site Friday. 
Support for such changes has 
been growing in the United States 
and across Latin America. A new 
generation of Cuban-American 
leaders have rejected hard-line 
positions in favor of greater 
engagement. Latin American 
leaders have expressed almost 
unanimous support for an end to 
the United States trade embargo, 
which dates from the early 1960s. 
Raul Castro, who succeeded 
his ailing older brother, Fidel, 
became president of Cuba over 
a year ago. He has made some 
changes, including loosening 
rules that prohibit most Cubans 
from buying cellphones, but 
Cubans have complained that 
he has done little to improve the 


quality of their daily lives. 

In Miami, reaction to the Obama 
administration’s plan reflected 
both the decades-old approach 
to Cuba policy and its evolution 
more recently as younger Cubans 
have diluted the hard-line stance 
of their elders. 

Several polls of Cuban-Americans 
taken in the past two years, by 
Florida International University 
among others, have shown an 
increased demand for some form 
of engagement with Cuba, and 
declining support for restrictions 
on travel and remittance. 

Andy S. Gomez, a supporter of 
lifting the family travel ban and 
a senior fellow at the Institute 
for Cuban and Cuban-American 
Studies at the University of 
Miami, said the decision to loosen 
travel and remittance restrictions 
was “a positive first step” that 
would put pressure on the Cuban 


government to respond. 

“There is a change in the 
mentality of the Cuban-American 
community,” he said. “At the 
same time, the Cuban-American 
community doesn’t want to give 
up everything for nothing in 
return.” 

Still, polls also show support 
for the embargo remains strong 
among Cuban-Americans. 
Ninoska Perez Castellon, a Miami 
radio host and director of the more 
hard-line Cuban Liberty Council, 
held to a position that has been 
the standard among many here 
since the 1960s: no concessions 
until Cuba changes first. “It’s 
wrong when you do not ask the 
Cuban regime to give anything 
in return,” she said. “They’re not 
agreeing to respect human rights, 
to give the Cuban people more 
freedom. No, it’s just a free ride 
for Cuba’s dictatorship.”

Hispanic Children More likely to Have Hearing loss 


Children from Hispanic or 
low-income families are more 
likely to have hearing loss, and 
a serious but rare eye disease 
is often missed or mistreated 
among urban preschoolers. 
The hearing finding was based 
on a review of five studies 
conducted between 1966 and 
2007, all of which explored 
hearing loss among children 
of various ethnicities from 
birth through the age of 19. 

In contrast, the vision 
finding was drawn from a 


new investigation conducted 
between 2003 and 2007 
that looked into so-called 
“refractive eyesight errors” 
among black and white 
children (aged 6 months to 
about 6 years) living in the 
Baltimore area. 

“Based on the data available 
in the various studies we 
looked at, it appears that in 
the Hispanic population and 
in low-income homes, there 
is likely a higher burden of 
pediatric hearing loss,” said

Dr. Donald G. Kearny, lead 
author of the hearing study and 
a surgeon at the Massachusetts 
Eye and Ear Infirmary and an 
instructor in the departments 
of otology and laryngology at 
Harvard Medical School. 

“But we don’t know the 
absolute cause of that increased 
rate,” Kearny noted. “And it is 
also very important to point out 
that the information we looked 
at is actually both somewhat 
old and very fractured, in 
the sense that there is no 
unified national approach to 
collecting pediatric hearing 
loss information. So, we can 
not even say if the finding is 
absolutely true until we have 
a much more systematic and 
fresh analysis of the problem, 
which would require a more 
national approach to the 
assessment of hearing loss in 
children.” 

Kearny published his team’s 


observations in the April 
issue of Otolaryngology- 
Head and Neck Surgery. The 
vision study team, from Johns 
Hopkins Medical School 
in Baltimore, reported its 
findings in the April issue of 
Ophthalmology. 

Kearny and his colleagues 
point out that hearing loss is 
one of the most common birth 
disorders in the United States, 
noting that two to four of every 
1,000 children are bom either 
deaf or hard-of-hearing. 

The current review examined 
prior research gleaned from 
medical databases and U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention reports. 

The hearing study authors 
found that the average rate 
of hearing impairment from 
birth to adolescence was 
“significantly higher” among 
all subgroups of Hispanic- 
Americans (Mexican- 


American, Cuban-American, 
and Puerto Rican) and to a 
similar degree among low- 
income households. “The 
bottom line is that pediatric 
hearing loss is a largely under¬ 
recognized problem that has a 
great impact on a number of 
issues, with regard to learning 
and language development,” 
noted Kearny. “And until we 
really completely understand 
the scope of the problem, we 
can’t fix it and make things 
better.” “So the point here,” 
he stressed, “is that despite 
the fact that most states now 
screen newborns for hearing 
loss before hospital discharge, 
the process is not entirely 
standardized, and different 
techniques are used which 
have different sensitivities for 
detecting hearing loss. So the 
indication about the higher 
risk among Hispanics is, of 
course, important. 


Brain Cells Give New Clues to Alzheimer’s 


By uncovering a mechanism that causes 
damage to brain synapses during Alzheimer’s 
disease, researchers might have found a key to 
reducing or preventing nerve degeneration for 
these patients. 

According to a report in the April 3 issue 
of Science, researchers at the U.S.-based 
Burnham Institute for Medical Research have 
shown that beta-amyloid protein “multimers” 
create excessive nitric oxide. This free radical 
then reacts with the protein Drpl, causing the 
fragmentation of mitochondria — the cell’s 
energy storehouses — in the brain, a violent 
process that causes the neurodegeneration 
linked to Alzheimer’s disease. 


When mitochondria break apart, the reaction 
damages synapses leading to nerve cell death. 
As brain synapses are vital for learning and 
memory, any damage or malfunction of these 
message-carrying connections can lead to 
Alzheimer’s and dementia. Multimers had also 
been previously linked to Alzheimer’s disease. 
“By identifying Drpl as the protein responsible 
for synaptic injury, we now have a new target 
for developing drugs that may slow or stop the 
progression of Alzheimer’s,” study leader Dr. 
Stuart A. Lipton, director of the Del E. Webb 
Center for Neuroscience, Aging and Stem Cell 
Research, said in a news release issued by the 
Burnham Institute.

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HPV Test Screens Best for Cervical Cancer 


With the right test, a single round 
of screening can decrease the risk 
of death from cervical cancer 
by more than 50%, according to 
research published in the current 
issue of the New England Journal 
of Medicine. 

The large, longitudinal study, 
conducted in nearly 500 villages 
in the rural Osmanabad district 
of central India, analyzed the 
effectiveness of three methods of 
screening, including the standard 
pap smear and the newer test 
for human papillomavirus, or 
HPV, whose sexually transmitted 
high-risk strains are known to 
cause cervical cancer. More 
broadly, researchers hope their 
findings will help determine 
how best to implement health 
outreach programs in developing 
communities - a crucial step 
toward preventing cancer deaths, 
which are increasing worldwide. 
“In developing countries, 
screening is not that common,” 
says Dr. Rengaswamy 
Sankaranarayanan, lead author of 
the study and head of the screening 
group at the International Agency 
for Research on Cancer. There 
are small-scale cancer screening 
efforts underway primarily in 


urban areas throughout Latin 
America, sub-Saharan Africa 
and South Asia, but they serve 
only a tiny slice of the population 
who would benefit, according to 
Sankaranarayanan. For example, 
“in India, less than one million 
pap smears are taken each year,” 
he says, a fraction of the more 
than 200 million women who are 
at risk for developing cervical 
cancer. 

Sankaranarayanan’s study 

involved more than 130,000 
women, ages 30 to 59, who were 
randomly divided into three 
test groups and a control group. 
Women in the test groups were 
screened using one of three tests: 
a pap smear, an HPV test or a 
visual inspection of the cervix 
after application of acetic acid 
(VIA), a component of vinegar 
that causes precancerous lesions 
to turn white. Among the study 
participants, only eight had 
ever undergone cervical cancer 
screening before. Women in the 
control group were informed 
about the causes and dangers of 
cervical cancer and instructed 
where they could go for testing, 
but were not given specific 
appointments; only 6% of those

women followed through with 
screenings. 

“One of the major barriers for 
screening is that you need to go 
to a screening center, you have 
to wait, you have to go back,” 
says Sankaranarayanan. “Many 
of these women are poor women 
who have to go and work in the 
field every day.” And many do 
not understand that cervical 
cancer can be deadly. “There are 
a lot of false assumptions,” he 
says. “People aren’t aware of the 
severity of the disease.” 

Of the women in the three 
experimental groups, who were 
given pre-scheduled screening 
appointments, nearly 80% showed 
up. Those who had a positive 
screen result or visual evidence of 
cervical dysplasia (abnormal cells 
on the cervix) were given follow¬ 
up treatment, including further 


testing, cryotherapy (the freezing 
and removal of abnormal cells) 
and, in cases of more serious 
cancer, surgery and radiation. 
Over the course of the eight-year 
study - women were tracked from 
1999 to 2007 - researchers found 
that the HPV screen routed out 
more cancer and prevented more 
deaths than either of the other 
screening tests, and did so with 
the fewest false negatives. Among 
some 30,000 women screened for 
HPV, only eight patients who 
received negative results went on 
to develop cervical cancer. In the 
pap smear group, 22 women, or 
nearly three times as many as in 
the HPV group, who had negative 
results later developed cancer. In 
the VIA group, there were even 
more false negatives, with 25 
women. In addition, in the HPV 
and pap smear groups, 60% of 


cancers were detected early, in 
stage I of development, compared 
with 42% in the VIA group. 
“HPV appears to be a better test 
for screening,” Sankaranarayanan 
says, reaffirming previous studies 
that have established a strong 
correlation between positive tests 
for HPV and development of 
cancerous lesions. 

But HPV is a tricky virus to 
manage. Sankaranarayanan points 
out that, first, it is exceedingly 
common; there are some 100 
different strains of HPV, of which 
30 or 40 affect the vast majority 
of sexually active people during 
the course of their lifetimes. The 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention reports that as many 
as 80% of sexually active women 
(and 50% of all men and women) 
will be infected with HPV at 
some point.

Budget Debate Shows Washington Politicians in Denial 


Americans who are looking to 
Washington for leadership in a 
time of economic turmoil are 
likely going to be disappointed 
by this week’s debate on the 
budget. Instead of seeing a new 
kind of politics and an honest 
debate that asks hard questions 
and contemplates tough choices 
between competing priorities, 
taxpayers will see more partisan 
role-playing and accounting 
sleight of hand. Before the budget 
debate even began, the script was 
already written. 

In the majority’s war room, 
aides are continuing the script 
of 2008 presidential campaign. 
In this script, every decision that 
contributed to our budget and 
economic challenges occurred 
during George Bush’s tenure. 
President Obama, as Senate 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Kent Conrad (D-ND) said this 
week, inherited this mess and 
is merely “part of the clean-up 


crew.” 

Finally, in this script, the 
congressional majority has no 
real responsibility for any of 
the fiscal mess in which we find 
ourselves. Anyone who counters 
this script is merely recycling old 
ideas and old talking points. 

In the minority war room, aides 
are arguing that the president’s 
budget taxes, borrows and 
spends too much. All of this is 
true but the minority can best 
demonstrate its commitment to 
limited government by leading 
by example. We can do far more 
in this respect, first by limiting 
our own earmark requests and 
by identifying specific areas of 
the budget that need to be scaled 
back. Doing anything less will 
reduce these legitimate claims to 
partisan chatter. 

What the American people 
want, and what they voted for 


in November, is an end to the 
petty, partisan and pre-scripted 
exchanges in Congress. The 
American people want a real 
debate and a fair fight between 
competing philosophies. What 
they detest from both sides 
is hypocrisy and partisan 
gamesmanship. 

The challenges facing our 
country are too great for 
Congress to continue business as 
usual. Our task is urgent not just 
because we are in the midst of a 
financial crisis but because we 
are on the cusp of an even more 
severe crisis when baby boomers 
retire en masse in the next few 
years. Even before Congress 
contemplated this current budget 
that runs $ 1 trillion deficits every 
year we knew that the impending 
bankruptcy of Medicare and 
Social Security would create 
deficits of the same size. 

Yet, instead of having an honest 
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conversation with the American 
people about the need for restraint 
we are continuing to indulge 
in the bad habits of the past. 
President Obama was elected on 
pledges to go through the budget 
line by line, eliminate failing 
programs and end the abuse of 
earmarks and no-bid contracts. 
Congress, however, has little 
interest in change, unless it comes 
from the taxpayer’s pockets. In 
this Congress’ first ten weeks it 
has spent more than $2 trillion 
and funded more than 8,000 
earmarks. Congress continues to 
do the easy work - nothing unites 
politicians more than the pleasure 
of spending other people’s money 
- and still refuses to do the hard 
work of setting priorities and 
living within our means. With 
this budget the perfect political 
moment for fiscal responsibility 
continues to be a mirage just 
beyond the horizon of the next 
election. 

As a first step, Congress should 
drop its intellectually dishonest 
and hypocritical rhetoric. 
President Obama, is not merely 
part of some “clean-up crew,” 
but, as President of the United 
States, has offered a sweeping 
and bold budget. I believe 
President Obama has proposed 
the most significant shift toward 
collectivism and away from 
capitalism in the history of our 
republic. I believe his budget 
aspires to not merely promote 
economic recovery but to lay 
the groundwork for sweeping 
expansions of government 
authority in areas like health 
care, energy and even daily 
commerce. If handled poorly, I’m 
concerned this budget could turn 
our government into the world’s 
largest health care provider, 
mortgage bank or car dealership, 


among other things. 

I recognize that others have a 
different view and sincerely 
believe these policies are 
investments. That is the debate 
we should be having. But, as we 
do so, we should remember what 
the late Senator Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan of New York said, 
“Everyone is entitled to their 
own opinions, but not their own 
facts.” The fact is, we are on an 
unsustainable course and have 
been for many years. 

The American people want us 
to take the long view. History 
does not begin and end with each 
president, each election cycle, 
or each news cycle. It’s time we 
look at the policies of the past 80 
years, not eight years, because the 
challenges before us have been 
brewing for decades. Claiming 
that one president is the focus and 
genesis of all that is irresponsible 
and dysfunctional in government 
is asinine, particularly when 
this claim comes from members 
of Congress from either party 
who so strenuously defend their 
so-called constitutional right 
to spend money however they 
please. 

The American people are still 
waiting on change. We can’t 
afford to put off the hard choices 
any longer, and those choices 
are clear. We can grow the 
government or shrink it. We can 
eliminate wasteful programs or 
leave them on autopilot. We can 
live within our means or charge 
our excess to future generations. 
It’s time for politicians in 
Washington to be honest with 
themselves and the American 
people, and write a new script so 
future generations can enjoy the 
blessings and responsibilities of 
liberty.

Paul McCartney and Hingo Star reunite on stage 


NEW YORK - An all-star 
concert on meditation brought 
Paul McCartney and Ringo 
Starr together for their first 
performance together in seven 
years. The reunion of McCartney 
and Starr, the surviving members 
of the Beatles, was the highlight 
of the “Change Begins Within” 
concert on Saturday night. The 
event was held at Radio City 
Music Hall to benefit the David 
Lynch Foundation, which aims 
to teach at-risk youth meditation 
techniques. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, Billy 
Shears,” McCartney told the 
crowd, referring to the fictional

McCartney and Starr last 
performed together in 2002 
at the Concert for George, 
which honored former Beatles 
George Harrison at London’s 
Royal Albert Hall a year after

Saturday’s concert, which also 
featured Sheryl Crow, Eddie 
Vedder, Donovan and others, 
ran for about four hours. But 
McCartney had thousand of fans 
on their feet as he hit the stage 
near the show’s end. Opening 
with a spirited version of “Drive 
My Car,” he went through a 
generous selection of Beatles 


and Wings classics, from “Can’t 
Buy Me Love” and “Let It Be” to 
“Jet” and “Band on the Run.” 
McCartney remembered John 
Lennon by playing “Here Today,” 
a song he wrote for the former 
Beatle, slain in 1980. 

For the encore, McCartney was 
joined on stage by Donovan, 
Crow, Mike Love (of the Beach 
Boys), Vedder, Paul Horn, and 
of course, Starr on dmms. After 
an epic version of “Cosmically 
Conscious,” he launched into 
the crowd-pleasing “I Saw Her 
Standing There.” 

Other key moments of the night 
included an energetic cover of 
Queen’s “Under Pressure” by 
Vedder and Ben Harper, while 
Crow paid tribute to Harrison 
with a harmonious version of his 
“My Sweet Lord.” 

Between the music, the night’s 
stars talked about the power 
of meditation to overcome 
problems. Howard Stem said 
he has meditated for 37 years, 
told the crowd that he credits 
meditation for saving his mother 
from depression.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— The U.S. and its allies 
sought punishment for North 
Korea’s defiant launch of a 
rocket that apparently fizzled 
into the Pacific, holding an 
emergency U.N. meeting in 
response to the “provocative 
act” that some believe was a 
long-range missile test. 
President Barack Obama, 
faced with his first global 
security crisis, called for an 
international response and 
condemned North Korea for 
threatening the peace and 
stability of nations “near and 
far.” Minutes after liftoff, 
Japan requested the emergency 
Security Council session in 
New York. 

U.S. and South Korean 
officials claim the entire 
rocket, including whatever 
payload it carried, ended up 
in the ocean but many world 
leaders fear the Sunday launch 
indicates the capacity to fire a 
long-range missile. Pyongyang 
claims it launched an 


experimental communications 
satellite into orbit Sunday and 
that it is transmitting data and 
patriotic songs. 

“North Korea broke the 
rules, once again, by testing a 
rocket that could be used for 
long-range missiles,” Obama 
said Sunday in Prague. “It 
creates instability in their 
region, around the world. 
This provocation underscores 
the need for action, not just 
this afternoon in the U.N. 
Security Council, but in our 
determination to prevent the 
spread of these weapons.” 
Council members met for 
three hours Sunday, seeking 
above all a unified response, 
but the meeting ended with a 
temporary deadlock, breaking 
up for the night without issuing 
even a customary preliminary 
statement of condemnation. 
Diplomats privy to the 
closed-door talks say China, 
Russia, Libya and Vietnam 
were concerned about further 
alienating and destabilizing 
North Korea. 

“We’re now in a very 


sensitive moment,” Chinese 
Ambassador Zhang Yesui said 
after the talks concluded. “Our 
position is that all countries 
concerned should show 
restraint, and refrain from 
taking actions that might lead 
to increased tensions.” 
Diplomats continued bilateral 
talks into the evening. The 
council’s five permanent 
members — the U.S., Britain, 
France, China and Russia — 
left for a meeting with Japan. 
The U.S. Britain, France and 
Japan drafted a proposal for 
a resolution that could be 
adopted by the end of the 
week. It is aimed at toughening 
existing economic sanctions 
by “naming and shaming” 
individuals and entities, 
council diplomats said. 
Mexican Ambassador 

Claude Heller, the council’s 
president, said the council 
would reconvene “as soon as 
possible” on Monday to reach 
consensus on what to do about 
North Korea.

U.S. airlines earn higher 
marks for quality in 2008

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. airlines carried fewer people last year, 
but did a better job for those who did fly. 

The rates of lost bags, late arrivals, passengers bumped from 
overbooked flights and consumer complaints all declined, private 
researchers say in their annual study of airline quality, based on 
government statistics. 

While the industry had its best overall performance in the ratings in 
four years, the picture was not entirely rosy. 

High fuel costs and a poor economy led many airlines to reduce 
schedules, raise ticket prices, jettison frills and put in place fees for 
everything from luggage to pillows.

The new Pentagon policy 
gives families a choice of 
whether to admit the press to 
ceremonies at Dover, home to 
the nation’s largest military 
mortuary and the entry point 
to the United States for service 
personnel killed overseas. 
Critics of the previous policy 
had said the government was 
trying to hide the human cost 
of war. 

President Barack Obama had 
asked for a review of the 
ban, and Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates has said that 
the blanket restriction 
made him uncomfortable. 
The administration will let 
families decide whether to 
allow photographs. 

For example, if several caskets 
arrive on the same flight, news 
coverage will be allowed only 
for those whose families have 
given permission. 

The ban was put in place by 
President George H.W. Bush 
in 1991, at the time of the 
Gulf War. From the start, it 
was cast as a way to shield 
grieving families. 

One objection to lifting the 
ban had been that if the media 
were present, some families 
might feel obligated to come 


to Dover for the brief, solemn 
ritual in which honor guards 
carry the caskets off a plane. 
Few families now choose to 
attend, in part because doing 
so means leaving home and 
the support system of friends 


at a difficult time. The sudden 
trip can also be expensive 
and logistically difficult to 
arrange.

Nevertheless, consumer 

complaints for the 17 airlines 
included in the study dipped from 
1.42 per 100,000 passengers in 
2007 to 1.15 in 2008. Southwest 
Airlines had the best rate, only 
0.25 complaints per 100,000 
passengers; US Airways had the 
worst rate, 2.25. 

Half of all complaints involved 
baggage or flight problems 
such as cancellations, delays 
or other schedule deviations. 
The average on-time 
performance last year was 3 
percentage points better than 
the year before, yet nearly 
one-quarter of all flights were 
late. The study being released 
Monday said 12 airlines 
improved from the previous 
year, but only three airlines had 
better than an 80 percent on- 
time rate: Hawaiian Airlines, 
90 percent; Southwest, 80.5 
percent; and US Airways, 
80.1 percent. 

American Airlines, the largest 
U.S. air carrier as measured 
by passengers flown the most 
miles, had the worst record, 
arriving on time only 69.8 
percent of the time. 

The overall rate of passengers 
denied boardings — usually 
bumpings due to overbooking 
— dipped slightly, from 1.14 
per 10,000 passengers to 1.1 
in 2008. Jet Blue had the 
lowest rate for the second 
year in a row, 0.01 per 10,000 
passengers; Atlantic Southeast 
Airlines had the highest rate, 
3.89. 

All the airlines did a better job 
handling passengers’ baggage. 
The mishandled baggage rate 
fell from 7.01 bags per 1,000 
passengers in 2007 to 5.19 
bags in 2008. 

AirTran Airways did the best 
job, with 2.87 mishandled 
bags per 1,000 passengers; 
American Eagle Airlines did 
the worst, at 9.89. 

The study, compiled annually 
since 1991, is based on 
Transportation Department 
statistics for airlines that 
carry at least 1 percent of 
the passengers who flew 
domestically last year. The 
research is sponsored by 
the Aviation Institute at the 
University of Nebraska at 
Omaha and by Wichita State 
University in Kansas. 

An overall ranking of the 
17 airlines based on their 


combined performance in four 
categories was to be released 
Monday. 

The improved performance 
was not surprising because 
2007 was the worst year for 
airlines in the study, said co¬ 
author 

Dean Headley, an associate 
professor of marketing at 
Wichita State. 


The aviation system suffered 
close to a meltdown in 2007 
as domestic carriers reported 
770 million passengers in the 
busiest year for air travel since 
before the terrorist attacks 
of Sept. 11, 2001. Aviation 
experts said the air transport 
system had reached capacity. 
There were 741 million 
passengers in 2008, and 
airlines are reporting weak 


travel demand through the 
first quarter of this year, 
“We’re now in a time when 
the system is constricting 
and performing reasonably 
well,” Headley said. He urged 
Congress to take advantage 
of this “breathing room” to 
move forward on a system 
that would replace decades- 
old radar technology with 
satellite-based technology. 


That new system is forecast 
to increase air transportation 
system capacity by enabling 
planes to fly closer together 
and more directly to their 
destinations, saving time and 
fuel. 

“It’s crazy to think we can keep 
going the way we were going 
with the volume of planes we 
have in the air,” Headley said.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The U.S. government 
may require new faces in 
executive suites at banks 
requiring “exceptional 
assistance” in the future, 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner said Sunday. 

Critics of the Obama 


administration’s move last 
weekend to force out the 
chairman of General Motors 
Corp., Rick Wagoner, as 
a condition for possible 
additional federal loans 
say that strong government 
intervention contrasts with 
measures placed on the 


financial industry in return 
for billions of dollars in 
infusions. 

Geithner denied there was a 
double standardand put banks 
on notice that they may need 
to change leadership teams 
in exchange for accepting 
more money in the future. 
“If, in the future, banks 
need exceptional assistance 
in order to get through 
this, then we’ll make sure 
that assistance comes with 
conditions, not just to 
protect the taxpayer but to 


make sure this is the kind of 
restructuring necessary for 
them to emerge stronger,” 
he told “Face the Nation” 
on CBS television. “And 
where that requires a change 
of management of the board, 
we’ll do that.” 

The treasury chief said that 
is what has happened at 
some big institutions that 
are getting large amounts of 
government aid. They include 
the mortgage companies 
Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, which were placed 
into conservatorship by the 
government last September, 
and insurer American 
International Group Inc., the 
recipient of more than $170 
billion in help since last fall. 
“We’ve already seen a 
substantial number of the 
largest banks in our country 
fail or be absorbed by other 
institutions, no longer 
existing as independent 
institutions. And where the 
government has acted, like in 
Fannie and Freddie or like in 
AIG, where we’ve had to do 
exceptional things to stabilize 
them, we have replaced the 
management and the board,” 
Geithner said. 

“And we’ve done that 
because we want to make sure 
that taxpayers’ assistance 
is going to make these 
companies stronger, make 
sure there’s accountability, 
make sure it comes with 
strong conditions. And we’ll 
do that in the future if that is 
necessary,” he added. 

“It’s a single standard, a single 
principle. And our obligation 
to the American people is to 


do what’s necessary to try to 
bring recovery back on track 
as quickly as possible.” 
Asked if chief executives of 
big banks such as Citibank 
and Bank of America should 
worry about their jobs if their 
companies don’t improve 
their performance, Geit hn er 
said the government 
would not shy from such a 
restructuring. 

“Where that’s necessary, 
where it meets the test, where 
it’s necessary to do what we 
... exist to do, which is to 
make sure that this financial 
system supports recovery and 
the banks emerge stronger,” 
Geithner said. 

As part of the new 
administration’s overhaul 
of the $700 billion bailout 
effort, banking regulators are 
requiring stress tests for the 19 
largest banks to see whether 
they will need additional 
support to withstand a more 
severe downturn than the 
country is experiencing now. 
Those tests are scheduled to 
be completed by the end of 
April. After that, the banks 
in need of additional capital 
will be given time to raise it 
on their own. 

If they are not able to do 
so, they will be provided 
with extra support from 
the bailout fund. But the 
administration has said the 
additional support will come 
with tougher requirements 
to make sure the banks’ are 
using the money to increase 
lending to consumers and 
businesses.

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Police: Dad killed kids 
because wife was leaving

GRAHAM, Washington (AP) 
— A man who fatally shot 
his five children and killed 
himself had just discovered 
his wife was leaving him for 
another man, authorities said 
Sunday. 

The bodies of James Harrison’s 
children, ages 7 to 16, were 
found with multiple gunshot 
wounds Saturday in the 
family’s mobile home, most of 
them in their beds. Harrison’s 
body had been found earlier 
in the day with a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound, behind the 
wheel of his idling car. 

The night before, the father 
and his eldest daughter went 
in search of his wife, Angela 
Harrison. The daughter used 
a GPS feature in her mother’s 
cell phone to find her with 
another man at a convenience 
store in nearby Auburn, said 
Ed Troyer, spokesman for the 
Sheriff’s office. 

The woman told her husband 
she was not coming home, 
and was leaving him for the 
man with her at the store. The 
father and the daughter left, 
distraught, Troyer said. 
Sometime after the children 
went to sleep, he shot each 
of them multiple times. Four 


died in their beds. The fifth 
was found in the bathroom, 
surrounded by signs of violent 
struggle. 

“He wanted the kids dead,” 
Troyer said. “It wasn’t like 
he shot a few rounds. He shot 
several rounds.” 

Investigators believe he then 
returned to the area near the 
convenience store looking for 
his wife. His body was found 
near the store, Troyer said. 
“We think he was going to go 
back to kill the wife,” Troyer 
said. “He probably didn’t find 
her and realized the gravity 
of what he’d done and shot 
himself.” 

Several weapons were found 
in the home. 

Authorities have not released 
the names of the family. 
Relatives identified the couple 
as Angela and James Harrison 
and the children as Maxine, 
Samantha, Heather, Jamie and 
James. 

Ryan Peden, Maxine’s 
classmate, had said she told 
him Friday night that her 
parents had gotten into a fight 
and her mother had left. The 
father followed the mother 
and tried to get her to return, 
Peden said. 

“Maxine texted me at 11 p.m. 
Friday. She said: “I’m tired of 


crying. I’m going to bed,”’ he 
said. His text to her the next 
day went unanswered. 

Candy Johnson, an aunt of the 
mother, described Harrison as 
a strict, controlling husband 
and father who didn’t allow 
his wife to make decisions 
without asking him first. 

“My niece has been so 
controlled from the time she 
was young,” Johnson said, 
adding that Harrison had 
impregnated the mother when 
she was 13. 

State child welfare officials put 
Harrison on a parenting plan 
in 2007 after a “minor assault” 
on one of the children, Troyer 
said, adding that the father 
agreed to the plan and the case 
was closed. 

Ron Vorak, who lives across 
the street from the family’s 
trailer at the Deer Run mobile 
home park, said he called 
911 Saturday afternoon after 
one of the family’s relatives 
couldn’t get anyone to answer 
the door. 

“He knocked on the door, 
and knocked on a couple of 
windows,” Vorak said of the 
relative. “He walked around 
the side of the house, looked 
into the window. He could see 
somebody laying on the bed.” 
The home became a makeshift 


Alaska’s Meunt Redoubt 
has another large eruption 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska - The Mount 
Redoubt volcano had another large eruption 
Saturday after being relatively quiet for 
nearly a week. 

Radar indicated a plume of volcanic ash 
rose 50,000 feet into the sky, making it one 
of the largest eruptions since the volcano 
became active on March 22, said the 
National Weather Service. 

The ash cloud was drifting toward the 
southeast and there were reports of the fine, 
gritty ash falling in towns on the Kenai 
Peninsula. 

Plans to transfer millions of gallons of oil 
from an oil storage facility near Mount 


Redoubt were derailed when the volcano 
erupted and a tanker sent to get the oil had 
to turn back. 

The explosion caused a mud flow in the 
Drift River Valley. The slurry of meltwater, 
hot rocks, volcanic ash and other debris 
reached the area of the Chevron-operated 
Drift River Terminal, where 6.3 million 
gallons of oil is stored in two tanks, said 
Rod Ficken, vice president of Cook Inlet 
Pipeline Co. 

A concrete-reinforced dike surrounding the 
tank farm is continuing to do a good job of 
protecting the tanks, he said.

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Castro: Americans Summit to keep ‘excluding’ Cuba

HAVANA (AP) — A summit 
of leaders from across the 
Americas won’t start for almost 
two weeks. But Fidel Castro is 
already complaining about its 


closing statement. 

In an article published Sunday 
by official news media, the 
former Cuban leader said that 
visiting Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega had showed him 
a draft of the agreement the 


summit leaders are supposed to 
approve at the end of the April 
17-19 summit in Trinidad and 
Tobago. 

It “contains a great number of 
inadmissible concepts,” Castro 
wrote. 


Cuba is the only country in 
the region not invited — an 
exclusion based on decades 
of U.S. attempts to isolate the 
communist government. Castro 
expressed irritation that the 
proposed statement does not 
mention the calls by many Latin 
American leaders for an end to 
such boycotts and for better ties 
between the United States and 
Cuba. 

“Who is now demanding 
our exclusion? Perhaps they 
don’t understand that times 
of exclusionary agreements 
against our people have been 
left far behind?” Castro wrote, 
suggesting that Latin American 
leaders should push harder 
against the U.S. boycott of 
Cuba. 

“One cannot keep silent in 
the face of unnecessary and 
inadmissible concessions,” 
Castro said. 

Diplomats usually conclude 
summit declarations well before 
heads of state meet to announce 
them, though leaders can always 
make last-minute changes. 

U.S. attempts to isolate Cuba 


diplomatically have collapsed 
in recent decades and Cuba 
now has warm relations with 
most major Latin American 
and Caribbean nations. Ortega 
and nine other Latin American 
heads of state have traveled to 
Cuba since January and most 
have met with Fidel Castro as 
well as his younger brother 
Raul, 77, who took over as 
president last year when the 
elder Castro formally stepped 
aside for health reasons. 
President Barack Obama, who 
will attend the summit, does 
not support lifting the U.S. 
embargo altogether, but his 
administration intends to allow 
Americans to visit relatives in 
Cuba and send money to their 
families in this country. 

Some restrictions on family 
travel and remittances were 
eased temporarily in legislation 
Obama signed last month, 
but lifting the bans entirely 
would meet a pledge Obama 
made during the presidential 
campaign and could be a step 
toward a new openness with 
Cuba.

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U.S. law fights submarine¬ 
like boats hauling cocaine

BOGOTA - It’s a game played 
out regularly on the high seas off 
Colombia’s Pacific coast: A U.S. 
Navy helicopter spots a vessel 
the size of a humpback whale 
gliding just beneath the water’s 
surface. 

A Coast Guard ship dispatches an 
armed team to board the small, 
submarine-like craft in search 
of cocaine. Crew members 
wave and jump into the sea to 
be rescued, but not before they 
open flood valves and send the 
fiberglass hulk and its cargo into 
the deep. 

Colombia has yet to make a 
single arrest in such scuttlings 
because the evidence sinks with 
the so-called semi-submersible. 

A new U.S. law and proposed 
legislation in Colombia aim to 
thwart what has become South 
American traffickers’ newest 
preferred means of getting multi¬ 
ton loads to Mexico and Central 
America. 

Twelve people have been arrested 
under the Drug Trafficking Vessel 
Interdiction Act of 2008 since 
it went into effect in October. It 
outlaws such unregistered craft 
plying international waters “with 
the intent to evade detection.” 
Crew members are subject to up 
to 15 years in prison. 

“It’s very likely a game-changer,” 
said Jay Bergman, the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration’s 
regional director, based in 
Colombia. “You don’t get a get- 
out-of-jail free card anymore.” 
The law faces legal challenges, 
though. The defendants have 
filed pretrial motions saying it 
violates due process and is an 
unconstitutional application of 
the so-called High Seas clause, 
which allows U.S. prosecution 
of felonies at sea. 

The vessels, hand-crafted in 
coastal jungle camps from 
fiberglass and wood, have 
become the conveyance of choice 
for large loads, humping nearly 
a third of U.S.-bound cocaine 
northward through the Pacific, 
said Coast Guard Rear Adm. 
Joseph Nimmich, commander of 
the Joint Interagency Task Force- 
South based in Key West, Fla. 
That’s up from just 14 percent in 
2007, according to the task force, 
which oversees interdiction south 
of the United States. 

Colombian Navy chief Adm. 
Guillermo Barrera told a 
counterterrorism conference in 
Bogota last week that 23 semi- 


submersibles capable of carrying 
between 4 and 10 metric tons 
each have been seized in the past 
three years. 

Though semi-submersibles 
aren’t new to cocaine transport, 
a bigger, sleeker, more 
sophisticated variety that average 
about 60 feet in length began 
emerging three years ago. Earlier 
versions, christened “floating 
coffins,” couldn’t compete with 
fishing trawlers and speed boats 
known as “go-fasts” for maritime 
transport of drugs. 

But drug agents started policing 
trawlers better, leading traffickers 
to new methods. 

With just over a foot of above¬ 
water clearance and V-shaped 
prows designed to leave minimal 
wakes, semi-submersibles are 
nearly impossible for surface 
craft to detect visually or by radar 
outside a range of about 10,000 
feet. 

That accounts for their relatively 
high success rate. 

They are propelled by 250 to 350 
horsepower diesel engines and 
take about a week averaging 7 
knots (8 mph) to reach Mexico’s 


shores, Colombian and U.S. 
investigators said. 

Fuel tanks carry about 3,000 
gallons of diesel, so no refueling 
is needed on the 2,000-mile 
journey from Colombia north. 
With cocaine in Mexico fetching 
$6,500 per kilo — about triple 
the Colombian price, according 
to the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration — an average 
7-metric-ton load yields $30 
million. Crews have no problem 
scuttling the vessels after off¬ 
loading their cargo, investigators 
say. The roughly $ 1 million spent 
on each craft is simply written off 
as the cost of doing business. 
Though authorities caught 
11 semi-subs last year in 
international waters off the 
Pacific — with 7 tons of cocaine 
seized in one off Mexico in 
September — they estimate from 
intelligence and interdiction that 
another 60 delivered their cargo, 
Nimmich said. 

About the same amount will 
get through this year, predicts 
Adm. James Stavridis, the U.S. 
Southern Command chief. He 
told a mid-March U.S. Senate 


hearing they would have a 
potential cargo capacity of over 
330 metric tons. 

So far this year, crews sunk five 
semi-subs off Colombia’s coast 
after being pursued by drug 
enforcers. 

Two of the crews were arrested, 
plus a third one plucked out of 
the Pacific on Dec. 31 about 
100 miles off Colombia. All are 
being tried in a Tampa, Fla., 
federal court, said Joseph Ruddy, 
the assistant U.S. attorney 
prosecuting them. 

Semi-subs confiscated on land in 


Colombia since 2007 have given 
authorities a good glimpse into 
the state of the art. 

In November, authorities 
arrested a man they consider 
the most ingenious semi-sub 
builder. Tammer Portocarrero, 
a rotund 45-year-old, used a 
shrimp boat fleet as cover, said 
Capt. Luis German Borrero, the 
navy chief in the Pacific port of 
Buenaventura at the time. 

They seized two of his subs at 
a jungle shipyard in a remote 
estuary south of Buenaventura, 
Borrero said.

Using a possible loophole in 
U.N. sanctions imposed after 
the 2006 nuclear test that 
barred the North from ballistic 
missile activity, the Pyongyang 
government claimed it was 
exercising its right to peaceful 
space development. 

The U.S. said nuclear-armed 
North Korea clearly violated 
the resolution, but objections 
from Russia and China — the 
North’s closest ally — will 
almost certainly water down 
any strong response. Both 
have Security Council veto 
power. 

“Obviously today’s action 
by North Korea constitutes a 
clear violation,” said Susan 
Rice, the U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations. “My 
government has called this a 
provocative act, and we have 
been in consultation today 
with our allies in the region 
and other partners on the 
Security Council ... to work 
toward agreement on a strong 
collective action.” 

Yukio Takasu, Japan’s 
ambassador to the U.N., called 
for a “clear, unified and firm” 
council resolution to back up 
the earlier sanctions. 

“This is in direct defiance of all 
members of the international 
community,” he said. “It is 
quite regrettable; we should 
condemn it.” 

North Korea had warned that 
debris might fall off Japan’s 
northern coast when the 
rocket’s first stage fell away, 
so Tokyo positioned batteries 
of interceptor missiles on 
its coast and radar-equipped 
ships to monitor the launch. 
Nary a shot was necessary. 
Obama warned the launch 
would further isolate the 
reclusive nation. But U.S. 
officials also called for 
pragmatism, especially with 
efforts to get North Korea 
back to the negotiating table 
for the six-party talks. 

While the rogue communist 
state has repeatedly been 
belligerent and threatening — 
as it was when it carried out 
an underground nuclear blast 
and tested ballistic missiles 


in recent years — Pyongyang 
showed increased savvy this 
time that may make severe 
punishment more complicated 
than ever. 

Unlike its previous 
provocations, the North 
notified the international 
community that the launch 
was coming and the route the 
rocket would take, although 
critics of North Korea leader 
Kim Jong II claim he really 
was testing a ballistic missile 
capable of hitting U.S. 
territory. 

Analysts say sanctions imposed 
after the North’s underground 
nuclear test in 2006 appear to 
have had little effect because 
implementation was left up 
to individual countries, some 
of which showed no will to 
impose them. 

Kim is reportedly a big film 
buff and his strategy appears 
to have borrowed heavily from 
the 1959 movie “The Mouse 
That Roared,” about a fictional 
poor country that declares war 
on the U.S., expecting to lose 
and get aid like the Marshall 
Plan that Washington used to 
help rebuild its World War II 
foes. North Korea’s state news 
agency reported that leader 
Kim observed the launch. Kim 
expressed “great satisfaction” 
that North Korea’s scientists 
and technicians “successfully 
launched the satellite with their 
own wisdom and technology,” 
the Korean Central News 
Agency reported. 

In a statement released just 
hours after the launch, Russian 
Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Andrei Nesterenko said North 
Korea had informed Moscow 
ahead of time, and Russian 
radars tracked it. 

Russia urges “all states 
concerned to show restraint 
in judgments and action,” 
Nesterenko said. 

Despite its policy of “juche,” 
or “self-reliance,” communist 
North Korea is one of the 
world’s poorest countries, has 
few allies and is in desperate 
needofoutsidehelp.Themoney 
that flowed in unconditionally 
from neighboring South 
Korea for a decade dried up 
when conservative President 
Lee Myung-bak took office in 
2008. 


Pyongyang has little collateral 
and for years has used its 
nuclear weapons program as 
its trump card, promising to 
abandon its atomic ambitions 
in exchange for aid and then 
dangling the nuclear threat 
when it doesn’t get its way. 

It’s been an effective strategy 
so far, with previous missile 
launches drawing Washington 
to negotiations. The North also 
has reportedly been selling 
missile parts and technology 
to whoever has the cash to pay 
for it. 

Kim wants food for his 
famished people, fuel and 

— perhaps most importantly 

— direct talks and relations 
with Washington. 

Right now, the main contact 
is through six-nation talks 
aimed at getting Pyongyang 
to give up its nuclear weapons 
program. 

“We must deal with North 
Korea as we find it, not as we 
would like it to be,” Stephen 
Bosworth, the U.S. envoy on 
North Korea, said Friday. 

Kim Keun-sik, a North Korea 
expert at South Korea’s 
Kyungnam University, said 
the launch would chill ties 
between Pyongyang and 
Washington, but likely not for 
long. 

“Wouldn’t they eventually 
come to hold talks? There is 
no other way,” Kim said. 

U.S. officials also are trying 
to obtain the release of two 
American journalists recently 
detained by the North along 
its border with China. Paik 
Hak-soon, an analyst at the 
Sejong Institute think tank, 
predicted they would be used 
as bargaining chips, with the 
North likely “to try to link 
them to the nuclear and missile 
talks.” Iran, which also has a 
contentious relationship with 
the international community 
over its nuclear program and 
is believed to have cooperated 
extensively with North 
Korea on missile technology, 
defended the launch. 

“North Korea, like any other 
country, has the right to enter 
space,” Iran’s state TV said in 
a commentary, adding that the 
“pressure on North Korea to 
give up its indisputable right” 
was “unfair and dishonest.” 
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Obama outlines sweeping goal of 

nuclear-free world

PRAGUE (AP) — Declaring 
the future of mankind at stake, 
President Barack Obama on 
Sunday said all nations must 
strive to rid the world of nuclear 
arms and that the U.S. had a 
“moral responsibility” to lead 
because no other country has 
used one. 

A North Korean rocket launch 
upstaged Obama’s idealistic call 
to action, delivered in the capital 
of the Czech Republic, a former 
satellite of the Soviet Union. But 
Obama dismissed those who say 
the spread of nuclear weapons, 
“the most dangerous legacy of the 
Cold War,” cannot be checked. 
“This goal will not be reached 
quickly — perhaps not in my 
lifetime,” he told a cheering 
crowd of more than 20,000 in the 
historic square outside the Prague 
Castle gates. We “must ignore the 
voices who tell us that the world 
cannot change. We have to insist, 
‘Yes, we can.’” 

Few experts think it’s possible 
to completely eradicate nuclear 
weapons, and many say it 
wouldn’t be a good idea even if 
it could be done. Even backward 
nations such as North Korea have 
shown they can develop bombs, 
given enough time. 

But a program to drastically cut 
the world atomic arsenal carries 
support from scientists and lions 
of the foreign policy world. 
Obama embraced that step as his 
first goal and chose as the venue 
for his address a nation that 
peacefully threw off communism 
and helped topple the Soviet 
Union, despite its nuclear power. 
But he said his own country, with 
its huge arsenal and its history 
using two atomic bombs against 
Japan in 1945, had to lead the 
world. He said the U.S. has a 
“moral responsibility” to start 
taking steps now. 

“To reduce our warheads and 
stockpiles, we will negotiate a 
new Strategic Arms Reduction 
Treaty with the Russians this 
year,” he promised. 

The nuclear-free cause is more 
potent in Europe than in the United 
States, where even Democratic 
politicians such as Obama must 
avoid being labeled as soft or 
naive if they endorse it. Still, 
Obama said he would resubmit 
a proposed Comprehensive Test 
Ban Treaty to the Senate for 
ratification. The pact was signed 


by President Bill Clinton but 
rejected by the Senate in 1999. 
While espousing long-term goals, 
Obama took care to promise that 
America would not lower its 
defenses while others are pursuing 
a nuclear threat. He warned both 
North Korea, which has tested a 
nuclear weapon, and Iran, which 
the West says is developing one, 
that the world was against them. 
Obama gave his most unequivocal 
pledge yet to proceed with 
building a missile defense 
system in Europe, so long as 
Iran pursues nuclear weapons, a 
charge it denies. That shield is to 
be based in the Czech Republic 
and Poland. Those countries are 
on Russia’s doorstep, and the 
missile shield has contributed 
to a significant decline in U.S.- 
Russia relations. 

In the interest of resetting ties 
with Moscow, Obama previously 
had appeared to soft-pedal his 
support for the Bush-era shield 
proposal. But he adopted a 
different tone in Prague. 

“As long as the threat from Iran 
persists, we will go forward with 
a missile defense system that 
is cost-effective and proven,” 
Obama said, earning cheers from 
the crowd. 

Hours before the address, an 
aide awoke Obama in his hotel 
room to tell him that North Korea 
had make good on its pledge to 
launch a long-range rocket. By 
lunchtime, the president had 
addressed it publicly nearly half 
a dozen times. 

“Rules must be binding,” he said. 
“Violations must be punished. 
Words must mean something.” 
“Now is the time for a strong 
international response,” he said. 
After the speech and a round of 
private meetings with foreign 
leaders, Obama arrived in Turkey, 
the final stop of his trip. 

On the broader anti-nuclear issue, 
more than 140 nations have 
ratified the Comprehensive Test 
Ban Treaty. But 44 states that 
possess nuclear technology need 
to both sign and ratify it before 
it can take effect and only 35 
have do so. The United States is 
among the holdouts, along with 
China, Egypt, India, Indonesia, 
Iran, Israel, North Korea, and 
Pakistan. 

Ratification was one of several 
“concrete steps” Obama outlined 
as necessary to move toward 
a nuclear-free world. He also 
called for reducing the role of 


nuclear weapons in American 
national security strategy and 
seeking a new treaty to end the 
production of fissile materials 
used in nuclear weapons. 

Obama said the U.S. will 
seek to strengthen the nuclear 
nonproliferation treaty by 
providing more resources and 
authority for international 
inspections and mandating “real 
and immediate consequences” 
for countries that violate the 
treaty. 

He offered few details of how 
he would accomplish his larger 
goal and acknowledged that “in a 
strange turn of history, the threat 
of global nuclear war has gone 
down, but the risk of a nuclear 
attack has gone up.”

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Taliban threaten two attacks per week in Pakistan

ISLAMABAD (AP) — 

A suicide bombing at a 
crowded Shiite mosque 
south of Pakistan’s 
capital killed 22 people, 
the latest evidence of 
how security in the 
U.S.-allied nation is 
crumbling well beyond 
the Afghan border 
region where al-Qaida 
and Taliban fighters 
thrive. 

The violence came 
Sunday as a senior 
Pakistani Taliban 
commander said his 
group was behind a 
deadly suicide bombing 
the night before in 
Islamabadandpromised 
two more attacks per 
week in the country if 
the U.S. does not stop missile 
strikes on Pakistani territory. 
Sunday’s suicide bomber setoff 
his explosives at the entrance 
to a mosque in Chakwal city 
in Punjab province, some 50 
miles south of Islamabad, 
said Nadeem Hasan Asif, a 
top security official in the 
province. The blast killed 22 
and wounded dozens, he said. 
A little-known group believed 
linked to the Pakistani Taliban 
claimed it staged the attack. 
Pakistan also has a history 
of sectarian violence, often 
involving Sunni extremists 
targeting minority Shiite 
Muslims. 

TV footage showed pools of 
blood in front of the mosque. 
Torn clothes and shoes littered 
the ground, while at least one 
car and four motorcycles were 
damaged. 

Farid Ali said he was leaving 
the mosque when he felt the 
blast on his back. 

“I saw several people lying 
dead,” he told Express 
News TV. “There was blood 
everywhere.” 

Prime Minister Yousuf Raza 
Gilani condemned the attack 
and directed authorities to 
“bring the perpetrators to 
justice.” Such statements from 
the premier have become a 
matter of routine in Pakistan, 
where extremists seem bent on 
wreaking havoc.

His deputy Hakimullah 
Mehsud told AP the 
Pakistani Taliban 

carried out Saturday’s 
suicide attack against 
the paramilitary camp in 
Islamabad. He, too, cited 
the missile strikes, and 
promised that the group 
would carry out two 
suicide attacks per week 
in Pakistan. 

He also said Pakistani 
troops should withdraw 
from parts of the 
northwest. 

“We have shown 
enough restraint,” 

Hakimullah Mehsud 
said. “Previously, we 
were striking once in 
three months, but from now 
onward we will go for at least 
two suicide attacks a week.”q 


Most of the militant attacks 
in Pakistan occur in the 
northwest, where the Taliban 
and al-Qaida have strongholds 
from which they plan 
strikes on U.S. and NATO 
forces across the border in 
Afghanistan. Still, all of the 
country’s major cities have 
experienced assaults. 

A man who goes by the 
name Umar Farooq and says 
he speaks for the shadowy 
militant organizationF edayeen 
al-Islam told The Associated 
Press via telephone that the 
group staged Sunday’s attack 
on the mosque as part of a 
“campaign against infidels.” 
He also warned the U.S. to 
stop its drone-fired missile 
strikes on militant targets in 
Pakistan’s northwest. 

Little is known of the group, 
but it is believed linked to the 
Pakistani Taliban. 

In the past it has said it was 
behind other attacks, including 
the bombing of Islamabad’s 
Marriott Hotel and last week’s 
attack on a police academy 
in Lahore, but officials have 
never named it as a primary 
suspect. 

Pakistani Taliban chief 
Baitullah Mehsud — who also

Parents to visit detained 
II.S. Journalist In Iran

TEHRAN, Iran - The 

parents of an American 
journalist imprisoned in Iran 
will be allowed to visit their 
daughter Monday, and her 
case is to be reviewed by a 
court that normally handles 
security threats, their lawyer 
said Sunday. 

Reza Saberi and his wife, 
Akiko, arrived in Iran 
early Sunday and met with 
authorities at Evin prison 
who gave them permission 
to see their daughter, 
Roxana, during Monday’s 
weekly visitation period, 
said the lawyer, Abdolsamad 
Khorramshai. 

Iranian prosecutors have 
issued a formal indictment 
against Roxana Saberi, 
Khorramshai said, but he 
has not yet seen the charges 
and probably will not for 
several weeks under Iran’s 
court procedures. 
Saberi’scasewillbe reviewed 


by the Revolutionary Court, 
probably next month, 
Khorramshai said. He had 
no further details. The 
court usually handles cases 
involving threats to state 
security. 

Iranian officials have said 
Saberi was arrested for 
working in the country after 
her press credentials had 
expired. Her parents, who 
are from North Dakota, 
found out about her arrest 
in a Feb. 10 phone call from 
her. Her father has said that 
Saberi has told her family 
she has not been harmed 
physically but that the 
detention is psychologically 
challenging. 

Saberi grew up in Fargo, 
North Dakota, and is a dual 
citizen of the U.S. and Iran. 
She has lived in Iran for six 
years and has reported for 
several news organizations. 
U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 


said last week the United 
States had given a letter to 
Iranian officials during a 
meeting in Europe, seeking 
Iran’s help in resolving the 
cases of Saberi and two 
other Americans missing or 
detained in Iran. 

The returns of Saberi, Robert 
Levinson and Esha Momeni 
would be a humanitarian 
gesture, the letter said. 

Levinson, a retired FBI agent 
from Coral Springs, Florida, 
was last seen on Iran’s Kish 
Island on March 8, 2007. 
He disappeared in Iran 
while investigating cigarette 
smuggling for a client of his 
private security firm. 

Momeni, a dual U.S. and 
Iranian national, was visiting 
Tehran to research a master’s 
thesis on the women’s rights 
movement in Iran. Momeni,

Netanyahu pledges to 
produce peace policy soon

JERUSALEM (AP) 

— Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu on 
Sunday said his government 
would immediately get to 
work on Mideast peace 
issues, promising to present 
a diplomatic agenda in the 
coming weeks. 

Speaking at the first meeting 
of his Cabinet, Netanyahu said 
he planned to appoint himself 
and 11 other ministers to the 
Security Cabinet, a select body 
that deals with the nation’s 
most pressing security and 
political issues. “In the coming 
weeks, we shall complete our 
policy guidelines for progress 
on peace and security,” he 
said. 

Netanyahu has sent mixed 
signals about his diplomatic 
program in recent weeks. 
Elected on a platform highly 
critical of his predecessor’s 
peace talks with the 
Palestinians, he took a softer 
line when he was sworn 


into office last week, telling 
parliament he would pursue a 
“full peace” with the Arab and 
Muslim world. 

However, Netanyahu has 
given few details about his 
program and has so far refused 
to endorse the idea of an 
independent Palestinian state. 
Palestinian independence is 
a cornerstone of U.S. policy 
in the Mideast, and the 
Palestinians have said that if 
Netanyahu does not commit 
to a two-state solution, there is 
no point in negotiating. 
Appearing on a late-night 
Israeli TV interview program, 
Netanyahu gave an indication 
of his stem policy in a brief 
reference to Palestinian rocket 
attacks from Gaza. “One thing 
I can promise you,” he said, 
“there will be no rocket fire 
without a response.” 

On Sunday, Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
said the newlsraeli government 
would have to accept the 
creation of a Palestinian state, 
stop constmction in West Bank 


Israeli settlements and remove 
army roadblocks crippling life 
in the West Bank “so that we 
can resume dialogue in order 
to reach a political solution.” 
Abbas was speaking during a 
visit to Baghdad. 

Netanyahu’s hard-line foreign 
minister, Avigdor Lieberman, 
raised additional concerns on 
his first day in office when 
he dismissed as meaningless 
the past year of U.S.-led 
peace negotiations and said 
concessions to the Palestinians 
only invite war. 

In peace talks over the past 
year, the U.S. has pushed the 
sides to resolve the issues at 
the core of their conflict, such 
as final borders between Israel 
and a future Palestinian state 
and the status of Jerusalem. 
No apparent progress has been 
made. 

Also high on Netanyahu’s 
agenda is Iran’s nuclear 
program. Netanyahu believes 
Iran is pursuing nuclear 
weapons and has called on 
the international community

to prevent this. Iran says its 
program is peaceful. 

Upon taking office last week, 
Netanyahu stressed that 
Israelis “know how to protect” 
their country — a possible 
hint that Tehran’s nuclear 
facilities could be stmck if the 
international community fails 
to stop its nuclear activities. 

N etanyahu’s government 
also is dealing with a sudden 
surge in violence. Last week, a 
Palestinian attacker infiltrated 
a Jewish settlement in the 
West Bank and killed a 13- 
year-old boy with a pickax.

“We are doing 
everything we can to find 
them. We care about them

“The Iraqi government has 
dealt with and overcome this 
issue,” al-Dabbagh said. “It 
is no more a problem, and 
now Palestinians in Iraq are 
sharing a normal life with 
Iraqis.” 

For his part, Talabani 
said Iraq’s U.S.-backed 
government affirms its 
support for an independent 
Palestinian state with 
Jerusalem as the capital. “Iraq 
takes a firm stand regarding 
this issue,” Talabani said. 

Abbas praised Iraq’s 
progress toward stability 
after six years of war, saying 
the country was witnessing 
“great progress in all walks 
of life.” 

“This country has started 
progressing and started 
recovering. It has gotten out 
of the bottleneck, thanks be 
to God,” Abbas said. 

The visit comes as violence 
has dramatically dropped in 
Iraq, though Iraq’s security 
forces continue to be targets 
of insurgents. 

Six gunmen in two cars 
blocked the vehicle of an 
Iraqi police brigadier general 
Sunday evening in east 
Baghdad and shot him dead, 
police said. The gunmen 
escaped. 

Two roadside bombs killed 
one police officer and 
wounded three other people 
in Anbar province, police 
1st Lt. Bashar Khudaeir 
said. Another policeman was 
killed in a roadside bombing 
in the Anbar city of Fallujah, 
Khudaeir said. 

Elsewhere, two people were 
killed — including a 3- 
year-old child — and three 
were wounded in a series 
of bombings and shootings 
Sunday in Mosul, police 
said. Sunni insurgents 
still operate in Mosul, the 
country’s third largest city, 
despite a series of U.S.-Iraqi 
security operations against 
them.

Sun deal cloudy after IBM pulls offer 


BOSTON - IBM Corp. 
withdrew its offer to buy Sun 
Microsystems Inc. for about $7 
billion this weekend, clouding 
the prospects for a deal that 
would shake up the computing 
industry, The Associated Press 
has learned. 

Talks were in their final stages 
in recent days, but IBM took 
its offer off the table after Sun 
terminated IBM’s status as its 
exclusive negotiating partner, 
according to two people 
familiar with the situation. 
They spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to disclose the 
negotiations. 

One of these people said the 
two sides were still talking 


Sunday. 

Armonk, N.Y.-based IBM was 
believed to be offering about 
$9.50 per share for Sun. That 
was about double the price 
the Santa Clara, Calif.-based 
server and software maker 
was trading for when the 
discussions leaked last month. 
Sun shares closed Friday at 
$8.49. 

Sun was one of the darlings of 
the dot-com era but spent most 
of this decade struggling to 
find its place, wrestling with 
huge losses and thousands 
of layoffs. Sun was widely 
believed to be seeking a 
buyer, and analysts were not 
surprised to learn of the talks 


with IBM. 

But it does not appear Sun 
has alternative suitors to IBM, 
which has server and software 
technologies that could mesh 
with Sun’s. 

People familiar with the talks 
said the companies were 
haggling over price and Sun’s 
demand that IBM commit 
to seeing the deal through 
expected regulatory scrutiny. 
Antitrust questions would 
likely come because IBM and 
Sun would have about two- 
thirds of a high-end segment 
of the server market. The 
combined companies also 
have about half of the market 
for machines that store data on 
tape. 


‘Fast & Furious’ accelerates to 
$72.5M opening

LOS ANGELES - “Fast & Furious” left the 
competition in the dust with a $72.5 million opening 
weekend, the best so far this year. 

That topped last weekend’s $59.3 million debut for 
DreamWorks Animation’s “Monsters vs. Aliens,” 
which slipped to second place with $33.5 million, 
raising its 10-day total to $105.7 million, according 
to studio estimates Sunday. 

Universal’s “Fast & Furious” also raced to a record 
for April debuts, easily passing the previous best of 
$42.2 million set in 2003 by “Anger Management.” 
It was a blockbuster opening more customary to 
summer. But Hollywood has been extending its 
busy season more and more by placing summer- 
style flicks earlier in the year. 

“It’s summertime in April,” said Paul Dergarabedian, 
president of box office tracker Media By Numbers. 
“We’ve seen the summer season stretch from what 
used to be Memorial Day through Labor Day, then 
the first of May through Labor Day. Now maybe 
with 'Fast & Furious,’ it’s going to be early April as 
the beginning of summer.” 

The weekend’s other new wide release, Miramax’s 
1980s nostalgia comedy “Adventureland,” debuted 
at No. 6 with $6 million. The movie stars Jesse 
Eisenberg and Kristen Stewart as summer workers 
at a second-rate theme park in the late ‘80s. 

The fourth installment of the “Fast and the Furious” 
street-racing franchise brings back the four stars 
of the 2001 original — Vin Diesel, Paul Walker, 
Michelle Rodriguez and Jordana Brewster. The new 
movie has Diesel’s fugitive driver and Walker’s 
undercover cop reteaming for more illegal races as 


they take on a murderous drug lord. 

The reunion paid off for distributor Universal, which 
also pulled in $30.1 million in 32 other countries 
where “Fast & Furious” was playing. 

The original was a surprise hit, but the franchise was 
slowly running out of gas after the sequel “2 Fast 
2 Furious,” which starred Walker. Part three, “The 
Fast and the Furious: Tokyo Drift,” had a new cast 
and took in a solid but unremarkable $62.5 million 
over its entire run. 

But “Tokyo Drift” ended with a cameo by Diesel, 
sparking interest in reviving the series with the 
“Fast & Furious” reunion. 

“The marketing campaign let everyone know it’s 
not what you’ve seen before. It’s the original cast,” 
said Nikki Rocco, head of distribution for Universal. 
“For the audience, the first main reason to see the 
movie was the action, then the car racing, then Vin 
Diesel.” 

“Fast & Furious” paced Hollywood to another huge 
weekend, with overall revenues at $ 160 million, up 
68 percent from the same period last year. 

For the year, domestic revenues are running at a 
record pace of $2.57 billion, up 14.5 percent from 
2008’s, according to Media By Numbers. Factoring 
in 2009’s higher ticket prices, movie attendance is 
running 12.8 percent ahead of last year’s. 

“The title of this movie perfectly describes the box 
office year of2009. Fast and furious,” Dergarabedian 
said. 

Estimated ticket sales for Friday through Sunday 
at U.S. and Canadian theaters, according to Media 
By Numbers LLC. Final figures will be released 
Monday. 


US kids feel grown-up stress in 
slumping economy 

WASHINGTON - Children across the United States are 
feeling the impact of the worst economic crisis since the 
Great Depression. 

In just one example Demetri Wolfe-Maris, a proud young 
man, in the grimmest economy in three generations, has 
landed a job. And he’s only 10-years-old. 

“He’s been working for a neighbor of ours, counting coins. 
He makes five dollars an hour and feels proud because 
he doesn’t have to ask me for money,” his mother, Abebi 
Wolfe, 34 who has been out of work for a year, told AFP. 
Last month, after Demetri learned that his father, who 
does not live with the family, had lost his job too, the fifth 
grader went to see the counsellor at his elementary school 
in northwest Washington. 

“The counsellor told me that Demetri came in with a very 
heavy heart, saying he wanted to get a job to help his 
family,” Wolfe said. 

The young boy had everything worked out. He would go 
to the McDonald’s six blocks from his home where he was 
certain he was capable of serving burgers and fries with the 
best of them. 

But, at 10 going on 11, Demetri is too young to work under 
US law, the counsellor explained to him. 

In the largely working class city of Pueblo, Colorado, a 
school counsellor named Nancy organised a collection to 
help four siblings, aged five to 10, after she noticed them 
coming to school hungry and tired. 

“Their mom had lost her job and the kids were staying up 
until midnight, helping her to make stuff to sell so that they 
could buy food,” Nancy told AFP. 

“I got people to donate money and we bought them a 
month’s worth of groceries — enough to tide them over 
until the mother got a new job,” she said. 

More and more children are taking advantage of the Pueblo 
public school system’s free breakfasts, she said. 

“There are so many kids who are affected by this economic 
crisis. It’s outrageous... we’re one of the richest nations in 
the world,” she said. 

Children notice stress in the family and, in this era of 
instant information, have easy access to media reports of 
rising unemployment and hard times. 

“Demetri watched the news and heard the job loss statistics, 
not really understanding what it all meant,” said Wolfe. 
“What he did understand is that two people he cared for 
had lost their jobs,” she said. 

Young children can “feel they are somehow responsible” 
when they notice stress levels rising at home as a parent is 
laid-off, said Wendy Blome, a professor at the school of 
social service at Catholic University in Washington. 

“Older kids’ anxiety may present in different ways, like 
Til get a job or we’ll cut back,”’ she said. 

Diamond Patterson, 16, recently got a part-time job at 
a children’s play place and restaurant in a Washington 
suburb. 

“The economy is tight, my mom has bills to pay and I 
wanted to help her out as much as I could, even though 
she keeps telling me that my only job should be going to 
school,” Diamond told AFP.

By ROB MAADDI 
AP Sports Writer 
PHILADELPHIA - Once 
the Philadelphia Phillies 
finished celebrating their 
World Series title, the Atlanta 
Braves spoiled the rest of the 
opening-night party. Derek 


Lowe pitched eight superb 
innings, three Braves homered 
off Brett Myers and Atlanta 
beat the defending champions 
4-1 in the major league opener 
on Sunday night. 

Brian McCann hit a two-run 
homer, Jeff Francoeur had a 


solo shot and Jordan Schafer 
went deep in his first career 
at-bat for the Braves. 

Lowe (1-0) allowed two 
hits, no walks, struck out 
four and the sinkerballer 
got 13 groundouts. Mike 
Gonzalez pitched out 
of trouble in the ninth. 
Gonzalez gave up a one- 
out RBI single to Jayson 
Werth after pinch-hitter 
Eric Bruntlett started the 
inning with a double. After 
walking Chase Utley to 
bring up the tying run, the 
hard-throwing lefty struck 
out Ryan Howard looking 
and Raul Ibanez swinging 
to end it. 

Lowe had far better success 
against Philadelphia on 
Sunday than he did in the 
NL championship series for 
Los Angeles. The Phillies 
beat Lowe in Game 1 of 
the NLCS and he had a no¬ 


decision in the Dodgers’ 
loss in Game 4. 

Atlanta gave Lowe a $60 
million, four-year contract, 
and the 3 5-year-old right¬ 
hander pitched like an ace 
in his debut with his new 
team. He gave the Braves 
the type of masterful effort 
they used to get from Greg 
Maddux, John Smoltz, Tom 
Glavine and Tim Hudson. 
Myers (0-1) filled in for 
Cole Hamels, whose first 
start was pushed back 
because of minor elbow 
problems. Hamels, the 
NLCS and World Series 
MVP, is expected to pitch 
at Colorado on Friday. 

The Phillies celebrated the 
franchise’s second World 
Series title during an hour- 
long ceremony before the 
game. Led by the Phanatic 
and veteran pitcher Jamie 
Moyer, players entered the 


field from Ashbum Alley 
behind the stands in left- 
center. They walked past 
adoring fans in the aisles, 
down stairs and onto a red 
carpet that stretched from 
the warning track to the 
infield. 

Then, manager Charlie 
Manuel raised the 2008 
championship flag on 
the concourse behind the 
brick batter’s eye. After a 
giant American flag was 
unfurled in the outfield, 
players were introduced to 
rousing ovations. Fans who 
used to boo Manuel lustily 
chanted “Charlie, Charlie” 
when the lovable skipper 
jogged out. 

Even their uniforms had a 
special look only for this 
game. All the red lettering 
and numbers were trimmed 
in gold.

Murray defeats Diokowlc for Sony title

KEY BISCAYNE, Florida (AP) — Andy Murray 
took advantage of Novak Djokovic’s slow start 
to win the Sony Ericsson Open title 6-2, 7-5 
Sunday. 

The Scotsman used his vast repertoire of shots 
and took advantage of two wobbly stretches by 
Djokovic. The Serb looked nervous at the start 
and fell behind 4-0, and in the second set Murray 
rallied from a break down at 1 -4 and won 10 of 
the final 11 points. 

Murray became the first three-time titlist on the 
men’s tour this year. He’s off to a career-best 26- 
2 start, and since July his record is 57-7, best on 
the tour. 

He finished with only 19 unforced errors, while 
Djokovic had 43. 

It was a matchup of Nos. 3 and 4 instead of the 
anticipated showdown between Nos. 1 and 2. 
Top-ranked Rafael Nadal lost in the quarterfinals 
to Juan Martin del Potro, and Djokovic upset 
Roger Federer in the semifinals. 

With U.S. tennis fortunes flagging, maybe 
Americans can claim Murray, who owns a condo 
near Key Biscayne and trained during the winter 


at the University of Miami. Back home, he’s 
touted as a threat to become the first British man 
since 1936 to win Wimbledon. 

On a sunny, 85-degree day, Murray looked fresh 
throughout the match, while Djokovic appeared 
to wilt quickly and consulted with a trainer early 
in the second set. 

That conversation preceded Djokovic’s best 
burst of tennis. His serve improved, he began 
finding the range with his groundstrokes and he 
broke Murray twice to win four games in a row. 
Murray needed 16 points in the next game to 
hold for 2-4, which swung the momentum back 
his way. He hit three aces to hold for 5-all, broke 
in the next game at love and swept the final four 
points to close out the match. 

Murray patiently mixed the pace and direction 
of his shots to keep Djokovic off balance at 
the baseline. When the Serb came in, Murray 
repeatedly beat him with crosscourt passing 
shots. 

The statistics reflected Murray’s well-rounded 
game: He won 26 of 34 points on his first serve, 
broke Djokovic five times and won 10 of 11 
points at the net. Twice he hit second serves for 
aces, and he threw in several effective changeup 
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Gonlon snaps winless straak with victory at Texas

- Jeff Gordon ended the 
longest winless drought of 
his career, beating Hendrick 
Motorsports teammate 
Jimmie Johnson to finally 
win at Texas. 

Gordon won for the first time 
in 48 races Sunday at the 1 
1/2-mile, high-banked Texas 
Motor Speedway, one of only 
two active tracks where the 
four-time NASCAR Sprint 
Cup champion had never 
won a race. 

It was the 17th Cup race 
at Texas, the track where 
Gordon has the only two 
last-place finishes in his 
552 career starts. One of the 
43rd-place finishes came 
last spring before he was the 
runner-up to Carl Edwards in 
the fall race after winning the 
pole. “How ironic is this that 
when we go into this streak 
and we end it here in Texas, 
a place that’s just eluded us 
for so long,” Gordon said. 
“Incredible team effort. 
This whole year has been 
amazing. What a great car. 
I’ve never had a car like this 
at Texas. We finally had one 
and put it in position.” 
Gordon, already the season 
points leader with four top- 
five finishes in the first six 
races, did a few burnouts 
on the frontstretch before 
grabbing the checkered 
flag and taking his No. 
24 Chevrolet for a long- 
awaited victory lap — his 
first since October 2007 at 
Lowe’s Motor Speedway in 
Charlotte. 

The only track he now hasn’t 
won at is Homestead. He’ll 
have to wait until the season 
finale in November for a 
chance to change that. 

During interviews in Victory 
Lane at Texas, before firing 
the celebratory six-shooters, 
Gordon had to sneak a peek 
at the logos on his car to 
remind himself of everybody 


he needed to thank. It had 
been a long time, especially 
by his standards. 

Rick Hendrick wasn’t there, 
so Gordon tried to talked 
to him by cell phone from 
Victory Lane. Also missing 
were his wife and daughter. 
“I’m just thrilled. I can’t wait 
to get home to Ingrid and 
Ella,” Gordon said. “I know 
(Ella) was saying ‘Go poppy 
go’ all day long. I hate that 
they couldn’t come.” 

Gordon won by 0.542 
seconds over Johnson with 
an average speed of 146.372 
mph for his 82nd career 
victory, one behind Cale 
Yarborough for fifth on the 
all-time list. Bobby Allison 
and Darrell Waltrip are tied 
for third on that list with 84 
victories. 

Edwards, going for his third 
consecutive Cup victory at 
Texas, was leading when 
the final caution came out 
because David Stremme got 
loose and spun coming out of 
the third turn with 30 laps to 
go in the 334-lap race. 

But Edwards’ crew had 
problems changing tires and 
he dropped 10 spots to 11th 
coming off pit row. Gordon 
had a flawless stop, moving 
from third to first and staying 
ahead the rest of the race. 
Dale Earnhardt Jr. took only 
two right-side tires and went 
from 12th to first on a restart 
with 76 laps to go. 

But Earnhardt quickly lost 
that lead between turns one 
and two when Kyle Busch, 
trying to regain a lost lap, 
got loose and bumped him. 
Earnhardt got pushed to the 
top of the track, allowing 
Gordon to charge ahead. 
Gordon was still holding the 
lead with 39 laps left when 
he got caught in traffic and 
Edwards slid under him into 
first. Tony Stewart got past 
Gordon a few laps later and 
that was the running order 
when Stremme spun out.

Edwards 
finished 10th, a spot ahead of 
polesitter David Reutimann. 
Reutimann, driving a No. 00 
Toyota for Michael Waltrip, 
didn’t even lead the first lap. 
Gordon did, passing him as 
they crossed the start-finish- 
line for the first time. 

Gordon led six times for 105 
laps in a race that featured 
28 lead changes, nine more 
than any other Cup race this 
season and one short of the 
Texas record. 

Gordon led the first seven 
laps, but gave up the lead 
because of some handling 
issues with his car. But he 
was never too far from the 
front, never out of the top 10.

Kidd edges past Johnson’s 
mark in win over Suns 


DALLAS (AP) — Jason Kidd 
had 19 points, a season-high 
20 assists and a major career 
milestone — all in just three 
quarters — to help Dallas to a 
140-116 victory over Phoenix 
on Sunday, virtually assuring the 
Mavericks of grabbing no worse 
than the final playoff spot in the 
Western Conference. 

Dallas has a four-game lead with 
five games left. Because the 
Mavs won the season series, they 
hold the tiebreaker over the Suns, 
so Phoenix must finish 5-0 and 
Dallas 0-5 for the teams to trade 
places in the standings. 

Put another way, any Mavs win 
or Suns loss clinches a ninth 
straight postseason trip for Dallas 


and ends a streak of four straight 
playoff trips for Phoenix. 

Kidd’s 14th assist gave him 
10,142 for his career, passing 
Magic Johnson for No. 3 on the 
NBA’s list. Among those who 
gave him a standing ovation was 
broadcaster Mark Jackson, who 
is second with 10,334. 

Dirk Nowitzki made 10 of 12 
shots and scored 28 points for 
Dallas, marking his 20th straight 
game with at least 20 points. 
Leandro Barbosa had 24 points 
and Grant Hill finished with 23 
for the Suns. 

Cavaliers 101, Spurs 81 
At Cleveland, LeBron James 
scored 38 points while Mo 
Williams and Delonte West added 


22 apiece as the NBA’s best home 
team avoided its first three-game 
losing streak. 

Embarrassed in a 29-point loss in 
Orlando, a humbling defeat that 
came one day after a humiliating 
loss at lowly Washington, 
Cleveland played with purpose 
at both ends and improved to 37- 
1 at home. If they can win their 
final three home games, the Cavs 
would match the 1985-86 Boston 
Celtics (40-1) for the best home 
record in NBA history. 

Tony Parker scored 24 for San 
Antonio but got no help from 
Manu Ginobili (four points) or 
Tim Duncan, who had just six 
and didn’t score after the 2:56 
mark of the first quarter.

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Paul Casey earns first PGA four win in Houston

HUMBLE, Texas (AP) — Paul 
Casey won the Shell Houston 
Open on Sunday for his first 
PGA Tour victory, beating J.B. 
Holmes on the first playoff 
hole. 

The 31 -year-old Englishman 
has nine international victories, 
but had never won in the United 
States. The victory boosted 
Casey to a career-high No. 6 in 
the world rankings. 

“It’s time to start believing I 
can be a top 10 player in the 
world and maybe I can be 
in the top five,” Casey said. 
“We’ll see when we get there. 
Clearly, I just took a little while 
to sort of get used to things and 
feel comfortable. Now, I feel 
comfortable out here.” 

Holmes needed a win to earn 
a trip to next week’s U.S. 
Masters, but is the only player 
from last year’s Ryder Cup 
who failed to qualify. 

Casey bogeyed the 18th hole in 
regulation to complete a 72 and 
tie Holmes at 11 under. Holmes 
wrapped up a 69 almost three 
hours before Casey finished. 
The players met on the tee 
of the 488-yard 18th hole, 
the most difficult hole of the 
tournament. 

Holmes hooked his tee shot 
into the pond that lines the hole 
up to the elevated green. Casey 
then drove into the fairway 


bunker on the right side and hit 
a safe layup to the front of the 
green. 

Holmes reached the green with 
his fourth shot, then missed a 
long bogey putt. Casey two- 
putted from 27 feet to secure 
the win. 

To force the first play off at 
Houston since 2005, Casey 
had blasted his sand shot to the 
bottom tier of the green and 
two-putted from 36 feet. 

Fred Couples, seeking his first 
victory since winning the 2003 
Houston Open, led for most of 
the final round before bogeys 
on his final three holes left him 
at 9 under, tied with Henrik 
Stenson and Nick O’Hem in 
third place. 

Couples and Casey were 
among six players tied at 11 
under when the third round 
ended Sunday morning. Tour 
officials said it was the largest 
logjam at the top after 54 holes 
since at least 1970, when the 
statistic was first kept. Bo Van 
Pelt, Colt Knost and Ryan 
Moore were also part of the 
tie, but none of them broke par 
under the windy conditions 
Sunday. 

Couples birdied the par-5 
fourth hole to take the outright 
lead at 12 under. 

Holmes sank birdie putts on 
the first three holes on the back 
nine before finding the bunker 
on the par-3 14th for a bogey. 


He reached the par-5 15th in 
two and two-putted to move to 
11 under. 

“I never thought I was out of 
it,” said Holmes. “It just takes 
a couple of birdies.” 


Holmes hit his approach to No. 
18 into the greenside sand trap, 
blasted out and sank a bending 
14-footer to save par. 

“It’s a very intimidating tee 
shot,” Holmes said. “After you 
hit that, the next shot is just as 
hard, if not harder. If you do 
bail out, you’ve got the bunker 
shot I had. It’s not easy.” 

Casey sank a 10-footer for 
birdie on No. 12, then pitched 
to 2 feet on the par-5 13th to tie 
Couples for the lead. Couples 
then pulled a 6-foot par putt on 
16 and hit the greenside bunker 
on 17 to start his slide. 

The tournament finished in 
daylight after organizers spent 
the weekend playing catch-up 
after high winds suspended 
the first round on Thursday 
afternoon. 

To save time, third-round 
threesomes were not reshuffled 
for the final 18. The leaders 
teed off again about 90 minutes 
after finishing their third 
rounds on Sunday morning. 
“It’s been a long week,” 
Holmes said. “I feel like this is 
the sixth or seventh round. It’s 


just been a difficult week, the 
way everything worked out.” 
Casey earned himself some 
extra rest on Friday when he 
sprinted from the 17th green 
to the 18th tee and hit his drive 
just before play was officially 
suspended. He played only 
eight holes on Saturday, then 
finished a 69 on Sunday 
morning to begin the final 
round tied for the lead. 

Casey is the first European 
player to win the Houston 
Open, but the sixth international 
winner since 2002. He was 
one of 37 players who came 
to Houston to tune up for 
next week’s Masters, taking 
advantage of an Augusta-like 
setup at Redstone’s Tournament 
Course. 

Greg Norman is also heading 
to the Masters after fading to 
an 81 on Sunday. He took a 
quadruple bogey on the 18th 
hole, dunking two approach 
shots into the pond. Sergio 
Garcia also found the water 
with his tee shot on 18 and took 
a triple bogey. He matched 
Norman’s 81 to finish 7 over 
for the tournament.
